—She Wanted a Quick Fire and 


Used Coal Oil to Se- 


cure It.

15.—Mrs. 


Jules Leeray, the wife of a coal miner 
at the Imperial coal works*, Monday 
night caused the death, of one of her 
children, aged 8 years, the expected 
death of a second, aged 5, and the possi- 
ble fatal burning of herself.

poured oil on 
the 
kindling 
and 


coal 
in her 
kitchen 
stove 
and 


then 
lighted 
it. 
There 
was 


a 
terrific 
explosion 
and 
the 


burning oil was thrown over herself 
and two children, who were playing on 
the floor, Mrs. Leeray picked up her 
children, whose clothing were in flamew, 
and ran out of the house with the chil- 
dren in her arms, and tried to smother 
the flamGa, and while thus heroically 
fighting the HamoB every shred of cloth- 
ing on all three was burned off. 


Finally help camo and the woman 


fell exhausted and burned to the 
ground. The children were taken from 
her arms, which held them so elosely 
that It WftA almost impossible to open 
them. 
The names hod burnod and 


stiffened some of the chorus so that she 
could not loosen the children. The

youngest 


child had died in its mother's arm. It 
was burned so terribly that it was 
necessary to bury it yesterday. The 
other child had inhaled the flames and 
death Is momentarily expected, while 
the mother, if she lives, will be fright- 
fully marked and crippled.

Almost Wiped Out by the Storm'* Fury. 


GALEanuuG, III., June 14.— Galva, a 


place of about 4,000 people, twonty- 
three miles northeast of hero, on the 
Chicago, Burlington A Quincy railroad, 
was visited by a cyclono at T:45 Just 
night, which wrecked the town. Jt 
mnsed $200,000 worth of damage, and 
killed and injured a large number of 
persons. 


As the storm covered a largo amount 


of country it is thought many morn 
were injured that have not been heard 
from. 


The storm was formed \>y the com- 


bination of two fitorm eloxuK that 
approrehed the city from the north- 
west, and then swept with irresistablo 
force with width enough 
to cover 


the whole town. It moved with the 
peculiar rotary motion of a cyclone. 
The storm was more furious along the. 
business streets, and the noise that it 
made was something appalling. 


The Victims'of the Mare Island Ex-

MAKE ISLAND, Cal., Juno 15.—Bris- 


low, one of the men injured at the ex- 
plosion Monday died Monday night at 
10:80. J. II. Hutton, another one is still 
alive and slightly better. He is totally 
paralyzed, but ia expected to bo able to 
speak some time during the day anil 
may be able to give some cause for the 
explosion. The funeral will be held at 
3:30 p. m., and will be attended by all
